LONDON, Oct. 0.—The brewers and 


liquor dealers throughout the country 
are much disturbed over the severe and 
critical course pursued by many of the 
magistrates at the licensing sessions. 
Heretofore, when a license was not in- 
dorsed with evidence that the holder 
had been convicted of some violation, 
it was renewed as a matter of course. 
This 
has 
all 
been 
changed 
by 


a recent 
decision 
of the courts, 


affirmed on appeal by the house of 
lords, that the justices have entire dis- 
cretion as to the renewal of a license, 
whether the conduct of the license- 
holder has been satisfactory or not, 
and that when the licensing magis- 
trates deem it to tho public interest to 
do so, they can refuse any longer to 
license a place, no matter if it has 
been licensed for hundreds of years. 
The result is that the justices are 
refusing licenses to some very old 
taverns, on the ground that there 
is no real need for them, and are also 
refusing in

not distant future; and that England 
will be asked ere long to take the sub- 
ject into serious consideration. At the 
present time Slam retains actual inde- 
pendence and France will have no pre- 
text for interfering, should England 
annex the country; but if Franco 
should once assert sovereignty their 
annexation would involve serious com- 
plications.

The Republicans etand for 
the present prohibition laws, while the 
Detnocihts, aided by the Prohibition 
party are engaged in an effort to defeat 
the Republicans, the result of which 
would be the repeal ot the present pro- 
hibition laws. Bat in the remain dor of 
these States the issues between the two 
partita are National and the result in 
them will have mnoh to do with the Na- 
tional campaign which follows next year. 
Should the Republicans lose either Ohio, 
Mawaohrjsett, Pennsylvania or Iowa it 
would operate to the damage ol 'Republi- 
can eacoeae in 1893, nnlees they should 
carry New York, which wonld more tUon 
counter-balance the loss of either one or 
perhaps any two of them. Maryland has 
b«en a Democratic State, but in recent 
years the small margin has been danger- 
one to the permanency of tbat State in 
the Democratic columns.
